OVER TWO THOUSAND MILES ARE BUILT

“Not less than 1,000 miles of track have
been Iald fu the United States sinoe July
1,"" says the Hollway Age In Its current
Issue. "This, ndded to the 1,182 mlles put
down In the first half of the year, makes
almost 2,200 miles for the nine months end-
Ing September 30. The above has no refer-
ence Lo renewals or second track and
Bldings, but means that 1,000 milea of new
rallroad have been bullt In the last three
months, If this ratio of Increase keeps up
until December 81, the close of the year
will see not less than 3,000 miles of new
road bullt In 1898, with many hundred
miles more under wny to be completed in
1809, There ls enough work In progress to
bring the total up to 3,000 miles without
difficulty, unless something unforeseen oc-
ours to cause delay,

“The first hall of the year ls necessarily
one of preliminary work largely, and It is
& matter of history that the number of
miles of track lald in the first six months
of any year eguals about one-third of the
total mileage for the year. A number of
lmportant lines which devoted the fore part
of the year almost exclusively to grading
are now laying track rapldly, and many
miles of new road are being added daily to
help swell the total for the year. Notable
among thege are the Pecos Valley & North-
eastern, which is bullding from Roswell,
N. M., to Amarillo, Tex., 206 miles, and
which has not Inld over ome-third of the
track: the St. Louls & Oklanhoma Clty,
which Ia belng rapldly completed from
Sapulpa, L T, le Okinhoma Clty, 103 miles;
the Boo Line, which {8 pushing ils exten-
slon from Kulm, N. 1), northwest sevoenty-
eleht miles toward Bismarck, and the Wash-
Ington County rallroad, which is just com-
pleting tracklaying on 118 miles of road
between Calatz and Ellsworth, Me,

KNOCKS OUT YEISER'S HOBBY

Judge Scott Decidens that the Petltlon
to the Councll is Not Accord-
Ing to Law.

[

John 0. Yelser has falled to get his iol-
tiative and referendum proposition before the
people at the coming election. The reason
for this s that he could not satisfactorily
show tothecourt that he had 20 per cent of the
quallfied voters of the clty signed to his peti-
tion. He had to concede that the number
of slguatures on the petition as it appeared
in the court was not 2,621, th eproportion
required for Judge Scott to order a peremp-
tory writ of mandamus on City Clerk Highy.
He at the same time charged that 300 names
were misging through the inadvertency of
the eclty clerk, but the judge sald the clerk
would have to be presumed to have done his
duty unless the contrary could be shown,
and the burden of proof would he on Yelser

| to show that Mr, Higby had not done his

duty

City Attorney Connell said there were
really only 2,600 names on the petition, and
of these only enough to show 5 per cent of
the qualified voters of the city; that
ls, these were all that showed that
they were qualified by glving thelr resis
depce. Mr. Yelser reiternted his claim that
fully 300 names had beea lost somehow,
but the judge sald the only way this could
be proven was to compel the clerk to testify
on an alternative writ.

In giving his decislon the judge critlclzed
the direct legislation law as a "“conglomera-
tlon that was neither apple, blossom or
tree,"" and advised Yelsar to go before the
leglslature and have it amended so that
whenever a petition should be presented by
20 per cent of the qualified voters of the
city it would be mandatory upon the city
clerk to submit the proposition to the peo-
ple, either to bhe voted up or down. But
he also Intimated that there ls a possibility
that the coming legislature might repeal
the law altogether. Fioally, he advised
Yolser to get up a new petition entirely In

entrance to the buflding on Sixteenth street,
The office has a new ecighteen-foot flag
which has not yet been fung to the breeze
which will be christened the day the I'res-
ident I8 in the ecity.
